His isthethird time that the Praying 1#- 
dians (ſome of them) have been called 
forth into publick, to make open con- 
feſhon of the Name of Chriſt, ro come 
under the publick tryal of Gods people, 

whether they be indzed Chriſtians, as fit matrer for 

a - Church. Truth loveth and ſecketh the 

light. w- 

I was ſtirred up hereunto; and quickened by Letters 
from Ezgland. The Lord put it into the hearts of ſuch 
as are honourable, reverend, and of eminent ſervice 
ro Chriſt in Zxgland, to move mee, before I moved- 
When I moyed this laſt time, I perceived thar it was 
the general inclination of the Spirit of the Saints,both 


, Magiſtrates, Elders. and others, that (t leſt ſome of 
' the principal of them) ſhould (tor a ſeaicn) be ſeaſoned 


in Vaan, in communion wil; our Zngiiſh 
Churches, before they ſhould be Churckcs among

themfelves. And when it was 06jefed, What ſhould 
the reſt of the people do, if the principal and moſt able 
ſhould not keep their Sabbaths among them 2 It was 
Anſwered , That their uſual Sabbath converſation 
fhould be athome among their own people,only ſome- 
time to be among the Engliſh; viz. for participation of 
the Seals, the Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords 
Supper, and for any Ipecial Exerciſe of Diſcipline. 
When it was Queſtioned what Ezgliſh Church they 
ſhould joyn unto 2 All with one mouth ſaid, that Rox- 
byry Church was called of God to be firſt in that ſer- 
vice of Chriſt to receivethe praying 1{ndians. In the 
accompliſhment whereof, I yielded my ſelf up to fol- 
low counſel in the Lord, The Elders offered them- 
ſclyes, on ſome LeRure day, to meet (if need were) at 
Roxbury Lecture, then to ſpeak with the Church, to 
perſwade to an unanimous accord, in receiving the [- 
dians for a feafon ; whichaccordingly they did :and the 
Lord was ſo eftcuually preſent in that meeting, that all 
Objc&ions, ſo far as 1 know, were ſilenced. Soon 
after,our Church paſſed a Vote for the receiving of the 
Indians, The Elders of Roxbury called cight of them 
toa private preparatory Confeſſion, in order to our 
publick proceeding. Wee gave notice of the time and 
place of this mecting, and many weve preſent to hear 
them, both men and women $ which Confeffions I 
ſhall here ſer down, for reafons which ſeem to mre 
to have much weight; and they are as followeth,

when there was meetings, drinkings, ſports, they reſpe- 
&ed luſt, and theſe things I perfe&ly loved, When the 
M:niſter came to teach us, hee taughr, and I cameto 
meeting 5 but I came to look upon women, I under- 
ſtood not what hee taught , ſometimes I came, and un- 
derſtood nothing at al], only I look't on women. A- 
bout two years after, I began to underſtand what the 
Miniſter preached : I underſtood that Scripture Fam: 
I. Hee that doubteth is like a wave of the ſea, driven of the 
windes and toſſed ; and if any man lack wiſedom, let him 
&k ir of Ged, This I underſtood, yet I only under- 
ſtood it, but it was very hard to believe, Afterward, 
I heard out of Gez,6, that God fpoke concerning man, 
Twill deffroy man whom I have made, becauſe God ſaw 
thas the way of man was corrupt before him.z and this trou- 
bled mee. And again, in the ſame Chapter ir is ſaid, 
That God [aw that the iniquity of man was great upon the 
earth, and that every imagination-of the thought of hes 
heart « only evil continually ;.. this troubled mec, for L 
ſaw the roots of fin in my heart: yet ic was hard tobe- 
lieve. Again, in that 6, of Gen. God. rebuked. that 
fin in man, which, was my fin, and then. my heart 
was troubled.

run wilde as 1 did before, then to pray to God; for if 
now I fin, or commit luſt, I ſhall be puniſhed, or putin

. After half aycar I heard the Miniſter preach this 
That Chriſt his death is of infinite value, but our death is 
little worth; God & ſatisfied with the death of Chriſt, and 
promiſeth 10 pardon snr fins for Chriſt hu ſake, if wee be- 
lieve in Chrift : wee deſerve to die, but Chriſt tandeth in 
our ſtead, and dyeth for us, and ſo ſaveth us from death, 
Next time the Miniſter came, hee asked, what I remem- 
bred of this I now ſpoke of: and I did remember it, 
and do remember it to this day ; and I defire to pray.

yOurns Ul go owcilat Roxiurys My brother laid to 


my, Gayouuy uccaule you may learn Smithery : For 
thar reaſon TT dig go, bur deſired not tolearn fo pray : 
all theſe things were vain, When we came to Roxbu- 
15, Tizid, Idefiredto learn Smithery : But my Maſter 
ſaid, I may not teach him my Trade. leſt 1z4ians learn 
to make Locks and Guns Then 1 would not dwell 
with him, and thought to caſt off praying, and thought 
I would torſake my brothers, My brother perſwaded 
mee to dwell one year there, but I would not : yet at 
laſt I did dwe!l th:re one year,and went ro meeting, but 
in vain, for I underſtood not one word, After that 
year, I returned to Noonant:#, and then TI heard ther 
God made allthe world, but yet I did not pray to God 
one jot, but ſtill I finned, and <ſpecially the ſia of Luſt, 
& I made light of any fin. I heard, and underſtood the 
Commands of God, Thos [ha!t n:0t murder, cemmit a- 
dultery, ſteal, bear falſe witneſs, cover; and that made me 
afraid ro commit fin afore man, leſt I ſhould be punifh- 
ed or putto death, but I feared not God. After I 
heard the Miniſter ask, ho made you? A. God : and 
Whoredeemed you ?

ſent of God, 2nd ſheweth us Gods Word, and hee 
by that teacheth us, Then I promiſed Wabar, that 
when hee came again I would pray toGod, Then 
Toteſwar'p came, and exhorted me to pray to God,and 

told me of Chriſt, and pardon of ſin; and then al- 
 w«ſt my heart prayed to God, Then I iaid, Engliſh 
mcn underſtand not me, and does God underſtand 
me? They ſaid, God made allz, and underſtands all: 
then 1 ſaid, I will pray to God. Thea I heard fiſt,

that God rnade heaven, and carth, and all things, andis fix 
dayes fonifhe# them 4 and allo made manin bi own Imaze, 
wiſe and holy like God. Then I heard that Saran 
came 4nd tempted Eve, and cozencd her, and ſhe tem- 
pted the man.

When Ez- 
gliſh men came firſt, we did pray to the Devil, and 
many were ourfins; and God doth know all our fins, 
all which we have committed, before the Exgliſh came, 
After the Exgliſh came,T went to Sudbury,to Mr Browns 
houſe, and he ſaid ro me, Pray to God; but I did not 
like it, nox to hear of praying ro God ; butafterwards 
I heard Wabss prayed to God, and I was not glad of 
tt; yet after //4bax prayed; he told us of it, and that 
the Miniſter came to Noonantem. I heard him, and 


 hetaught, that the ſouls of good men dic and go to

I aban being ſick when the reſt made 
their Confeſsion , after the Lord 
had reſtored him;cameto Roxbury, 
and before the Elders made his 
Canfelſsion as followeth, 


Neto this day I dounderſtand bur little of the 

' Eneliſh Language ; the Word of God came 

not firſt unto my heart by the Engliſh Language. I did 
not know what ſtate I was in at my firſt birth, and my 
&ny birth I knew not: When IT was young I knew 
notwhatT was, as now I do know; for now I know 
thatIama ſinful man, Since I prayed to God, I know 
more 


more of my ſelf; but afore, I.cared not for fuck things, 
nor what they faid.. bf I heard: any thing, I wok no 
heed toiit if any asked me whether I knew Godzl did 
not zegard it ; yea, I hated the knowledg of God, 
nor did I regard any word of God: but other kinde 
of praying (which we uſed) I did love; to pray to 
the Devil, this I loved. - 

But afcerward, I began to think >; it may be they 
ſay true, that ſpeak of God; it may be it is true, that 
Gcd is in heaven 5 and thould any teach: me in my 
language, Emight know God: but if I ſhould pray, 
it may beitis invain to pray in my language; could 
I peak Z-9!:/h, I might lcarn to pray, - And I ſee the 
Engliſh loveus, and therefore it is like, that is true 
which they ſay of God, and I delire tolive for ever 
where they do, When firſt heard the Word, it ſaid, 
God is good; a little I believed ir, but I did more 
doubr, | 

Mr Fackſon asked me if I did pray to: God: I ask- 
ed him whether God underſtood our language, if I 
prayed to him : Hee ſaid, yea, all things God doth 
know, and all languages. Then my heart ſaid, It may 
be I may attain.to pray. But my heart was hard, and 
therefore T could not pray, afterwards it may be 1 
may. Somctime I thought it we did not pray, the 
Engliſh might kill us; butit I prayed, I thought I 
did not pray right. When I ſaw, and conſidered. 
that all men in; the world dycd, I knew not how I 
might come ro live for ever, how my foul mightlive, 
and therefore I deſired I mightpray to God arights 
becauſe they that ſo pray, areall oncas it they dyed 
nor, but live for: ever. I. wiſh I could pray aright, 
but 


but could not tell how ro doit. I did in my heart love 
wandcring about, and our wilde courſes alwaies ; and 
when I did pray, it was but out-fide praying, for in my 
heart I underſtood nor right praying to God 3 I un» 
derſtood not how to pray, and I regarded not my wea- 
rincls of that which was good, many things h:ndred 
my heart; I was aſhamed,becauſe my heart was full of 
evil. Sometimes I thought of my fins, but it was but 
a little, and. I was ſoon weary of any good, I did 
not think God was not mercifull, but {aw my heart 
was aaught, and very little did I know the evils of my 
heart, No humility was in my heart, and to this day 
my heart is evil, and hard is my heart, When you 
taught us the Word of God, my heart did not be- 
lieve, but went contrary tothe Word of God. I ſaw 
my mourning toc fin was not good: I do confeſs my 
heart did not ſubmic to Godg only I hoped I might 
might learn the Word o: Gqe, which you taught us. 
My heart did afore love pyaying to the Devil, but I 
do not finde that I ſo love praying to God: therefore 
I did pray, Lord break my hearr, thac I may pray to 
God aright. My heart was weary of praying quick- 
ly; and therefore my heart ſaid , Surely my het is 
nought, andI am likea dead man: and therefore I 
prayed, Lord help me now to pray atight to God, 
Now I knew that God knowcth all the thoughts of 
my heart, and my many ſ1as,and contrary doings, and 
how. little I know of God. Surely I am a great finner, 
and this I dothroughly know, that great are my fins, 
and that my heart js contrary to praying to G'1d, and 
my heart defired wilde courſes, and1I ſee that my heart 
lJoveth not praying to God. Yet now. my heart began

to defire to pray, arid to love thoſe things whichare 
- according to right praying z but I knew not what to 
do.

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that is right, Again,1learn inthe Catechize, Q.7har 
hath Chrift done for us ? A. He dyed for us, hee was ba- 
ried, be roſe again for s, and by his reſurreftion hee 
raiſeth our ſouls unto grace, and alſo at the laſt day: 
And my heart ſaid, Ohleticbeſoinme! Again it is 
ſaid, What elſe hath Chriſt done for ws? A, He aſcen- 
ded to heaven, to raiſe oar hearts firſt ts heaven, and 
then to carry us to heaven 4:ſo, to be mith him for ever. 
My heart ſaith, Oh God I am not able to ſave my 
ſelf, I cannot ſave my own ſoul, this is only thy work 
Oh Gad, and my heart believeth its and with God is 
mercy and goodneſs, but in this world is nothing but 
wearineſs, and I know my weakneſs; therefore I am 
aſhamed, and Oh let God put grace into my heart ;

He Lord was ſo graciouſly with them in-theſe 
[ Confeſſions, that they had good acceptance. 
Wee advited with the Church rouching our turrl:er 
p:ogreis; the concluſion wiereof was, that we icant 
Letters to all the neighbor- Churches, intorming them 
ot cur progreſs inthis matter, in order to our receiving 
them; deſiring them, or any among them,that had any 
juſt offence againſt any of theſe cight Indians, whom we 
named, that they would orderly communicate the 
ſame unto us, and ſeaſcnably z or it they had ſuch 
knowledg of anyof them, as to give us encourage- 
ment, we ſhould be thankfull; or their filence, we 
ſhould rake in good part alſo, We had both incou- 
ragement and teſtimony from ſome Churches, only 
the paucity of Interpreters to co-atteſt with my Inter- 
pretation, was a matter of much difficulty, and no 
ſmall impediment; for which cauſe I ſentro Mr Perr- 
ſon, to old Mr Mayhu, to Thomas Stanton, to be prefent 
with us, loſing no known opportunity to bring our 
waics into the light, and to make allthings clear. Wes 
propoſed it to our Church, to agree about the publick 
day of Confeſſions; the concluſion was, thata Coun- 
cil was called, we ſent unto ten Churches about us, re- 
queſting them by their Meſſengers to be preſent on 
Roxbury Lecture day,being the 5th of the 5th Moneth, 
1659. acquainting them that that day was ſet apart to 
hear the Indians Confeſſions, and we requeited coun- 
ſel and direction trom them, and concurrence with 
© TT | 
After Prayer, I firſt declared tothe Congregation 
F 2 what 
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what ſupply of Iaterpreters we had for co-atteſtation 
with my Interpretation of the Indians Confeflions, 
Firſt, here was Mr Peirſon, and we had (for clearneſs 
of our way, becauſe of his unacquaintance with our 
dialeR) ordered the confeſfing Indians to keep Sabbath 
at Roxbury; we ſpent half the Sabbath among them, 
a good part whereof was ſpent in hearing ſome of their 
Confeffions, and all the ſecond day we ſo ſpent, ſo 
that Mr Peir/on had taken in writing all their Confeſſi- 
ons; ſo that, if the Aſſembly pleaſed, they might 
hear the Confeſſions which they made before theElders 
of Roxbury, which I have here in writing, and had 
been already ſeen by ſundry of the Elders ; alſo they 
might hear the Confeſhons which Mr Perſon and I had 
taken yeſterday 3 which (compared with what the 
Lord ſhall affift them to utter this day) may help to 
clear up the verity and reality of their hearts in theſe 
their Confeſſions. | 
Moreover I declared, that here wasa godly brother 
of Martizns Vincyard, named Peter Fonldger, who had 
for many years taughr the Indian School in Mr Mayhs's 
life time ; & ſince, he hath been by the Comiſtoners 
imploycd to teach the Indians eachovher Sabbath; who 
rold me, when I ſpake unto him about this work, that 
by reaſon of the different dialeR,he durſt not alone un- 
dertake to-give in a teſtimony; but if he brought one of 
his Indians with him, (as need might be to help him) 
then he durſt undertake to give a teſtimony upon Oath, 
if necd were. This.man, and his Indian with him, are 
this morning come, and. are preſent in the Aſſembly, 
2nd ſet in a convenient feat together, Again I de- 
clared,that my fon was preſent, who doth in ſome _ 
ure 
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ſure underſtand the Language: Alſo here are preſent 
two ſons of Thomas Stanton, one of which the Com- 
miffioners maintain at the Colledg, Andlaſtly, here 
are the Indian Scholars preſent ; ſo that if the A 
fembly think mcct to make uſe ot any of theſe youths 
in this grave buſineſs, they might ſo do, 

Further I declared, that in all this matter we did 
ſubmir our ſelves to the guidance of the Reverend 
Council here preſent, and defired them to direR us and 
order us, as they ſaw meet to do in the Lard, 

Then we proceeded to hear the Indians Confeſſi- 
ons, which are as followeth,

I heaid that word, Gen. 5. that God made Adam in his 
own Image, both male and femal-; and after many years 
Adam begara lon in his own Image, having loſt Gods 
Image, And God did form man in the womb of 
our mother, in Adams Image, and ſo I was formed in 
the Image of Adam; and when I was born I lived in 
the (ame way, in the Image of Satan, and original fin 
was rooted in my heart, and grew: up there's alſo I

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confe(s,that when I was a Child, my Parents and [ 
were all wilde, we prayed ta many Gods, and many 
other {fins we did, and all the people did the ſame, 
both men and women, they lived in all luſts, they pray- 
edracyery creature; the Sun,. Moon, Stars, Sea, 
Earth, Fiſhes, Fowl, Beaſts, Trees, &*, All theſe 
things I (aw when wasa youth, and all theſe things 
T liked and loved to do , and was delighted with theie 
things; -in all theſe things I lived, and with theſe things 
my memory was exerciſed, and in my youth I did 
whar I liſted, a; pauwauing, or what elſe I would ; 
when I was grown up, I loved luſt, and delighted in 
it, I knew it not to be a {in, but an excellent delight : 
I loved all fin, but etpecially luſt, and all thacT did, 
was for the ſake of luit, fuchthings as women might 
like of; it I cut my hair, it wasto pleaſe women  1t I 
cut my hair in another faſhion, and left a Lock on one 
fide, it was with re{peRtoluſtz it I got fine cloaths, 
ſtockins, ſhoes, all was for to lerve luſt; our meerings 
and drinkings were with reſpe& to Juſt: fo that this was 
the chict thing I did delight in; and thele things were 
in my bones, and there grew; then the Miniſter came 
to Channittoteach us: Icametothe Meeting , but in 
vain; Icame tor luſt toJook on women, alwayes I did 
thus, andI rhought teaching tobe madaets, and fo 
I continued two years after we prayed to. God after 
two years TI heard alle, my cars were alittle open- 
ed; I firft underſtood that word, He bat donbreth., is 
like a wave of the Sea, ariven to 4:4 fro, and tofted; aud 
that word, 1f any man lack w:[1ome, let him a:k it of 
Ga, who gizeth freely, and upbraideth no man, Allo 
the fame Winter L heard that word , Gem. 6.604 ſaid, 
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1 will deſiroy man whom 1 have created, and he repented 
that he had made him. Thele things I underſtood and 
r:membred , but I confeſs before God, that T did on- 
ly hear and know thele things, as I did ſemetimes 
ſpeak of what I did remember , but I belieyed not, 
yea I laughed , as other youths did, at all theſe 
things, becauſe thereby aid original ſin grow in me, 
and hard it was to root it cut, and hard to believe. Af- 
ter this I heard ſtill, and more I underſtood, I heard, 
Gen.16.that the people were full of ſin, luſt,and all 0- 
ther ſin, and therefore the Lord deſtroyed them; and 
I knew that I kad the ſame fias, and therefore I was a- 
fraids but I feared only this bodily lite , and not for 
my Soul: After this, my heart did a little deſire to 
pray to God, becauſe God found Neah righteous,and 
did ſave him , therefore I deſired to pray ; but again I 
laid it by, and I ſaid it is/vain to pray, for if I pray, 
and ſhould commit fin, I ſhall be puniſhed, or impri- 
foned, but if Ipray not, I may commit what fin I 
will, and have no puniſhment for ic. About a year 
after, I heard the Miniſter teach another word, that the 
Death of Chriſt is precious, and our death is nothing 
worth , therefore God promiſeth pardon of all fins for 
Chriſt his ſake ; he bid us remember this againſt next 
time - When he came again, he asked me, and I did. 
remember it, and do tothis day; but I confels I did 
not believe, only I did remember it, and anſwered 
whcnl was asked: And thenagain, I defired to pray 
to God, and would notgo away, but it was becauic 
I loved our place and dwelling; I prayed, but Tbehe- 
ved not, I conſidered not Eternal Lite, but only'this 
worldly lite : - And thus I went on, till they choſe =_ 
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lers at Natit, they choſe me, and1I refuſed, becauſe I 
believed aot- After that, my Wife and Child died, 
andI was fick to dearh, but lived again, and being 
well, I thoughtI could not pray, I was a Child, and 
therefore could not , I puroff praying to God, my 
Relations diced , and why ſhould I pray ? but then I 
conſidered, why does God thus puniſh me; yea, the 
Minifter ſpake to me about ic, and ſaid, it may be it 
was becauſe I refuſed to do Gods work, as Moſes , 
when he firſt refuled , God was patient, but whea he 
perſiſted in his refuſal, God was angry ; and thea my 
heart ſaw my fin, and then my heart almoſt believed : 
I defired to do right, and to keep the Sabbath, for T 
further heard in the 4th Commandment, Remember the 
Sabbath to keep it holy; and Pſa. 101, 1 will walk wiſely 
in a perfeit way: Alſoin Tſay 58, 1f thou turs away thy 
got from the Sabbath , and do not thy own works , nor 

find thy own pleaſure, nor ſpeak thy own words , therefore 
my Soul defared to keep the Sabbath, then the Soul- 
diers came upon us on the Sabbath day, while we were 
at meeting, and took away our Guns, and cauſed us to 
bring them as far as Roxbury; that night my heart was 
broken off, my heart ſaid, God is not, the Sabbath is 
not, it is not the Lords Day, for were itſo, the Soul- 
diers would not have then comes then my heart caft 
off praying, then we came betore the Magiſtrates, and 
Cutſhamoquin asked, Why they came on the Sabbath- 
day : It was anſwered, that it was lawful; bur I did 
 notunderſtand it: That dayT being very thirſty , did 
drink too much, and was brought before the Magi- 
ftrates, and was aſhamed: I came to Roxbury to the 
Miniſter, and there I was aſhamed alſo, becaufeI had | 
greatly 


greatly finned; then I cried to God for Free-mercy, 
becauſe precious is the Death of Chriſt, oh p1rdon this

2, He ſet him in the Gar- 
den, and commanded him to dreſs it, and keep it:

All thoſe daies I ſinned, and praycd to all gods, 
and did as Others didz there I lived till the Miniſter 
came to teach us, When I heard that they prayed, 
my heart dcfired it not. Sometime I prayed among 
them, and ſomet me InegleRedit, TI feared to pray 
becauſe of the Sachems, theretore I put it off, forthe 
fear of man, -Afterward I conſidered in my hearr, to 
pray to God, not becaule I loved the word, but for 
other reaſons, I. heard that Word, Mal. x. From the 
riſing of the Sun tothe going down thereof, my name ſhall 
be great among the Gentiles, and in every place incenſe 
(ball be offered unto my name, and a pure offering, for my 
name ſhall be great among the heathen, ſaith the Lord of 
hoſts, Then I was troubled in my thoughts about 
running away, yet then I thought if I ſhould go to 
another place, they muſt pray alſo, and theretore I 
cannot. flie frem praying to God, therefore I tarricd, 
and when others prayed, Iprayed with them, only I 
Nil feared man; after I heard'the ſame word again, 
to perſwade us to pray to God; and I did ſo, 
but not for Gods ſake, only it was before man. I re- 
membred the Sabbath, and I heard Mr Mathews alſo 
preach of ir, and therefore I thought T.would keep the 
Sabbath, bur ſtill I feared man. Upon a Sabbath,they

ſter had taught. Idid ſo, and we had ralk about what 
I ſaid, and we fell out,, Thereupen I went away, and 
left praying to God, Iwent into the Countrey, but 1 
remembred my wite- and children, and quickly 
returned, but not for Gods ſake, Agaiu the Minifter- 
preached: 


And thon Solomon my ou 
know the God of thy Fathers, and ſerve him with a per - 
fet# heart, and with a willing min, for the Lord ſearch- 
£th all hearts, and oodles all the imagination of the 
thoughts, if thou ſeek him , he will be found of thee, but 
if thou forſake him, he will caſt thee off for ever, This 
reatly troubled me, becauſe I had left praying to 
God,andTI had deſerved eternill wrath, Thea I deſired 
to pray,I begged mercy,burT knew not whatto do, for 
my ſins were many, my heart was full of originall (in, 
and my heart was ofcen full of anger;but then I was an- 
ory at my (cif, forT founi my heart quickly carricd af- 
rer ſin. Afcerward, through the free mercy of God, I 
heard that word, Hethat penitently believeth in Chri 
fhall be pardoned aud ſaved; then my heart did beg car- 
neſtly tor pardon and mercy. heard Fob.15.Whatever 
ye ask the Father in my name, be will give it youxtherefore 
my heart did now greatly beg tor mercy in Chriſt 
and pardon. Afterward I heard Mar. 5. 28. Whoever 
looketh upon 4 woman toluff after her, hath committed a- 
dultery in his heart, Then my heart was troubled, be- 
cauſe many were my fins, in my cies, and hearr, and a- 
ions too. My heart did love the having of two wives,
